A wanderer, 
a searcher after knowledge, pure 
pleasure and gaiety. 
Robert Louis Stevenson, d iaries 
Lamb, Jack London were typical 
■ literary v agabonds. You can imagine 
I any one of them in a serious mood 
at times, but never in a dull one 
Their minds were too speculative, 
too buoyant, too in love with life to 
be contained in the commonplace— 
so they took the world as a play­ 
ground and appreciative minds for 
a hideout! Beloved vagabonds every 
one 
Stevenson once w*rote that "ex­ 
treme busyness, whether at school or 
college, kirk or market, is a symptom 
of deficient vitality; and a faculty 
for idleness implies a catholic nppe- 
| tile and a strong sense of personal 
identity.” The true vagabond is a 
hastier, a thinker, a speculator in 
ideas, new scenes and people. He 
couldn't be ordinary if he tried His 
I idleness is constructive! 
For years poetry* has been spun 
from the mind of a genuine vaga­ 
bond poet. Don Blanding. You never
